‘Ledges’ request to top 
ZBA agenda

WOBURN — The city’s 
Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) intends to review 
a proposed truck circu- 
lation and rock and gra- 
vel loading plan this 
week as the local offi- 
cials resume delibera- 
tions over extraordinary 
activity from the active 
construction site. 


On Wednesday, the ZBA 


was prepared to continue 
talks with Woburn 38 
Development LLC about 
its multi-pronged appeal 
of a cease-and-desist or- 
der issued last May by 
Building Commissioner 
Thomas Quinn. 

Connecticut-based Fran- 
kin Construction, the par- 
ent company for Woburn 
38, wants the ZBA to re- 
verse an order from 
Quinn’s order that forbids 
its excavation contractor 
from arranging for the 
sale and/or pickup of ag- 


gregate materials from 


the active construction 
zone at 1042 Main St. 
Woburn 38 Develop- 


ment is supervising sub-. 
stantial earthworks ac- 
tivity at the nine-acre 
Ledges at Woburn site, 
where some 357,000 cu- 
bic yards of ledge must 
be blasted away from 
the elevated terrain by 
the Wilmington line in or- 
der to make room for a 
168-unit apartment buil- 
ding. 

The ZBA meeting on 
Wednesday, Oct. 16 will 
begin at 6 p.m. in City 
Hall's council chambers. 
The Ledges at Woburn 
matter is listed as the 
very first item on the 
agenda. 

In late September, the 
local zoning board re- 
viewed a four-page report 
from an independent traf- 
fic consultant, who has 
opined that the petition- 
er’s proposal to stack cus- 
tomer trucks within the 
gated entrance to the con- 
struction site appears to 
be based upon sound traf- 
fic and engineering prin- 
cipals.

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington’s iPods for Woun- 
ded Veterans is hosting an 
event celebrating Massa- 
chusetts veterans while 
honoring the memory of 
late State Rep. Jim Miceli 
on Nov. 1. The “Salute to 
Veterans” ceremony will 
welcome service members 
into the State House’s 
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Memorial Hall from 1:30 
to 3:30 p.m. 

iPods for Wounded Veter- 
ans co-founder and presi- 
dent Paul Cardello is col- 
laborating with the City of 
Boston, the State of Mas- 
sachusetts, and the Veter- 
ans Affairs Boston Health- 
care System to bring to- 
gether veterans and hon- 
orees. After success with a 
similar event under late 
State Representative Jim 
Miceli, Cardello called up 
Representative David Rob- 
ertson on behalf of the 
State of Massachusetts, 
David Hencke from the 
Veterans Administration, 
and Robert Santiago on 
behalf of the City of Bos- 
ton. Robertson shared with 
the Town Crier that he was 
happy to seize this oppor- 
tunity. 


While Cardello has been 
working from a big pic- 
ture scale, he asked Rob- 
ertson to take care of 
State House logistics. 

“We’re providing the 
complete venue and park- 
ing so that all the veter- 
ans have to do is show 
up,” Rep. David Robert- 
son explained. “I’m help- 
ing to organize and extend 
invitations to legislators, 
and to make sure we have 
the room, chairs, tables, 
microphones, and other 
setup details.” 

He wants to recognize 
veterans by showing grat- 
itude for their service on 
behalf of the State House. 

Another aim of the Nov. 
1 “Salute to Veterans” is to 
honor former state repre- 
sentative Jim Miceli, who 
previously worked on be- 


half of veterans at the 
State House. 
“Miceli really understood 


what these men and

Cardello thought taking

HOW A NAME 
CHANGE AFFECTS 
A TAX RETURN 


When someone legally changes their 
name, there are tax consequences they 


need to know about, especially at tax time. People change 
their names for several reasons: 


¢ taking their spouse’s last name after a marriage 
¢ hyphenating their last name with their spouse’s after 


getting married 


¢ going back to their former name after a divorce 
¢ giving an adopted child the last name of their new 


family 


The IRS wants people experiencing a name change to 
remember these important things: 

Reporting change to SSA. Taxpayers should notify the 
Social Security Administration of a name change ASAP. 
When a taxpayer files their taxes, the IRS checks SSA 
records to ensure names and social security numbers on 


the forms match. 


Failing to report a name change. If a name on a tax- 
payer’s tax return doesn’t match SSA records, it can delay 
the IRS processing of that return. In that case, if the tax- 
payer is due a refund, it will take longer for them to get 


their money. 


Name Change Due to Adoption. In the case of an adop- 
tion, if the child has a Social Security number, the tax- 
payer should be sure to inform the SSA of a name change. 
If the child does not have a Social Security number, the 
taxpayer may use an Adoption Taxpayer Identification 
Number on their tax return. An ATIN is a temporary 
number. Taxpayers can apply for an ATIN by filing Form 
W-7A, Application for Taxpayer Identification Number for 
Pending U.S. Adoptions. Taxpayers file this form with the 


IRS. 


Getting a New SS Card. After a name change, a tax- 
payer should get a new Social Security card that will re- 


flect the name change.

Bedell gave the name 
and address of the wo- 
man to prove his story,

I have often been in con- 
versation with many 
folks who use the expres- 
sion that “this will just 
take a moment” when in 
reality the task takes 
much more time, as cus- 
tomers make comments 
about “how slow they 
are” in this or that store, 
mechanic shop or any- 
where for that matter. 
Somewhere we, as a cul- 
ture, equate speed with 
greater productivity or 
intelligence, which is just 
not always the case. 

If we turn this around 
to the medical side and a 
surgeon takes a consid- 
erable amount of time in 
an operation, most folks 
I know say that either it 
was tough surgery or the 
physician ‘is taking the 
time to be careful. Know- 
ing me, I would rather an 
operation be done right 
over longer time than 
feel it is simply done 
with a limit on the time 
an operation takes. 

Somewhere many have 
developed the impression 
that speed reflects intelli- 
gence, according to Alden 


Blodgett in a recent edi- 
tion of Education Week. 
Basically, he was refer- 
encing the impact of 
timed tests of students 
that is the general rule in 
major state tests and na- 
tional testing. 

Blodgett argues for 
some rationale to justify 
timed versus: untimed 
tests, as we are really 
basically seeking whe- 
ther students have know- 
ledge to answer the con- 
tent questions. 

How many of us can 
remember that there 
were always students who 
seemed fo be finished in 
half the time for most 
when we were is school 
with everybody so im- 
pressed in the classroom, 
while other students were 
laboring to fully under- 
stand the question and 
slowly provide the an- 
swer. I always found that 
students learned differ- 
ently in my classes in 
“their way” as I admired 
their diligence. Some 
could master a concept 
right away but for others 
to reach the same conclu- 
sion, it took time. 

The “timed test” places 
undue pressure on the 
students, while the un- 
timed test removes that 
pressure and really pro- 
vides a response as to

whether the student mas- 
tered the topic and knew 
the answer and under- 


_ stood the information. 


While I understand there 
are some practical issues 
like “class change time” 
and dismissal issues, I 
still feel we can do a 
“work around” so that 
timed pressure tests do 
not become the answer to 
major tests that impact 
on grade placement or 
rank in class, ete.

stack in your front yard. 

For fall decorating, the 
pumpkin and the Jack-O- 
Lantern is definitely the 
star of the season. 

But, have you ever won- 
dered what that sly, spoo- 
ky pumpkin face is smil- 
ing about? Perhaps it is 
because he realizes all the 
fabulous fall flavor you 
are missing out on, not to 
mention all the health 
benefits, by using the fall 
pumpkin for ornamental 
purposes only. 

Lately, you can’t go into a 
supermarket or coffee 
shop without being bom- 
barded with seasonal fall 
flavored items. Coffee, yo- 
gurt, cookies, breakfast 
cereal, even dog food is 
now being offered in pump- 
kin-spiced flavors. 


This variety of choices 
will probably fulfill your 
cravings for that comfort- 
ing fall flavor, but many of 
these seasonal food items 
don’t actually contain any 
real pumpkin. This may 
cause you to miss out on 
all the beneficial, nutri- 
tional value of this har- 
vest favorite. 

Belonging to the Cucur- 
bitaceae botanical family, 
the pumpkin is in prime 
harvest from late August 
until mid- to late-October. 

Commonly viewed as a 
vegetable, the pumpkin is 
technically a fruit, as it 
has seeds inside, but nu- 
tritionally speaking, it is 
more like a vegetable. 

This autumn favorite has 
a very impressive nutrient 
profile. It’s packed with 
minerals like copper, po- 
tassium, manganese, and 
iron, as well as vitamins. 

Pumpkins are super rich 
in vitamin A, offering a 
plentiful 245 percent of the 
Reference Daily Intake 
per serving, as well as 
vitamin C, E, B2 and beta- 
carotene (a carotenoid 
that turns into vitamin A). 

Vitamin A guards against 


many eye diseases, and 
both vitamin A and C boost 
the immune system as well 
as promote healthy skin. 

Pumpkins are relatively 
low in calories (49 calories 
per serving) and dense in 
nutrition, making the 
pumpkin a good addition 
to your diet if you are try- 
ing to lose weight. 

Loaded with fiber, pump- 
kins are a great addition 
to a heart healthy diet, 
and food high in antioxi- 
dants (like the pumpkin) 
can reduce the risk of 
many chronic diseases. 

Canned pumpkin is read- 
ily available to easily add 
to your favorite recipes, 
but don’t be afraid to use 
fresh pumpkin in the place 
of canned pumpkin. It is 
actually very easy to pre- 
pare a fresh pumpkin, and 
if you do it in advance and 
freeze it, there is no need 
for the canned version. 

Carefully cut through the 
tough skin of the pumpkin, 
and scoop out the seeds 
and stringy “goop” part. 
The part that is left on the 
walls of the pumpkin is 
the “meat.” Slice into 
smaller chunks or wedges, 


A Chopping up pumpkiins and using the seeds are great ways to get that seasonal taste. 
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and be sure to cut off any 
remaining skin. 

If you plan to make your 
own pumpkin puree, clean 
out the seeds and strings 
of a smaller pumpkin, and 
place the whole pumpkin 
in the microwave for six 
minutes. This will make it 
easy to scoop the “meat” 
out of the pumpkin. Pump- 
kin puree ‘can also be 
made in advance and fro- 
zen, then added to your 
favorite recipes.

Pumpkin puree is also a 
great addition to your dogs 
diet. Because it is packed 
with vitamins, it will leave 
your pet’s coat shiny and 
healthy, but be sure to 
check with your vet before 
making any changes to 
your dog’s diet. 

The easiest way to pre- 


pare and eat fresh pump- — 


kin is to simply roast it in 
the oven. Coat lightly with 
olive oil and season to 
taste with salt and pepper, 
or try traditional pumpkin 
spices like nutmeg and 
cinnamon, and place on a 
pan in a single layer. Cook 
at 425 degrees for 25-35 
minutes. 

When -preparing your 
fresh pumpkin to cook and 
eat, don’t throw away 
those seeds! Pumpkin 
seeds are also edible and 
offer may health benefits 
as well. 

The seeds are a great 
source of protein, iron, 
calcium, the B vitamins, 
and beta-carotene. Pump- 
kin seeds offer unsaturat- 
ed fats like omega-3, mak- 
ing it a great part of a 
heart-healthy diet. 

Because these seeds are 
a good source of plant- 
based protein, and are nat- 
urally low in carbohy- 
drates, you can help con- 
trol your blood sugar levels 
by incorporating pumpkin 
seeds into your type 2 dia- 
betic diet. 

Seeds are easy to add to 
your diet by sprinkling 


over oatmeal, salad, stir 
fry, and soup, but also 
make a great snack on 
their own. . 

To roast, toss 1 % cup of 
seeds in 2 teaspoons of 
melted butter or margarine 
and a pinch of salt. Spread 
in a single layer on a pan 
and bake at 300 degrees for 
45 minutes, stirring occa- 
sionally. | 

You can change up the 
flavor by adding your fa- 
vorite spices. For a sweet, 
autumn treat add cinna- 
mon, ginger and a pinch of 
sugar. If you like things 
spicy, try adding paprika, 
cajun seasoning, and a 
dash of Worcestershire 
sauce. 

When preparing pump- 
kins for consumption, big- 
ger is not always better. 
Smaller pumpkins usually 
have more flavor than the 
larger ones, but if seeds 
are what you are after, the 
large pumpkins are load- 
ed with seeds. 

This year, don’t celebrate 
this wonderful fall season 
by eating “pumpkin spiced 
flavored” snacks, indulge 
yourself in the true pump- 
kin flavor of fresh pump- 
kin. 

Remember, fresh pump- 
kin isn’t limited to the 
dessert table. It is easy to 
add pumpkin to the dinner 
table as a simple or sur- 
prising dish.

‘Wish cycling, hoping something © 


gets recycled, is a no-no

This might seem an un- 
usual title for an article 
when the need to recycle 
and the push to upcycle is 
so great. However, “wish 
cycling” is the act of plac- 
ing something in a recy- 
cling bin with the “hope” 
that it will find a reuse or 
recycled benefit down the 
line. Tossing items into re- 
cycling which really are 
trash not only keeps the 
processors from doing 
their job, it erodes the 
benefits for all of us. 

There is no “recycler’s 
guilt” in doing the right 
thing. There are some in- 
tricacies to being an ef- 
fective partner in the re- 
cycling chain which have 
eluded many of us and 
actually hamper, not help, 
the process. 

“But wait,” you say, “I fol- 
low the recycling triangle.” 
In fact, the recycling trian- 
gle, the little symbol on 
plastic packaging, is a 
resin identification code, 
expressing the type of plas- 


tic the item is made of. It 
does not mean the item is 
desirable for recycling by 
your specific processor. 
Many items are put into 
trash by the recyclers 
themselves; you are essen- 


tially just pushing the: 


problem off onto someone 
else. 

Luckily, more and more 
packaging is being labeled 
with the HOW2Recycle 
information code, a specif- 
ic instruction which helps 
inform consumers how to 
handle the packaging, so 
keep an-eye out for that. 
There should be no hesita- 
tion to place items in the 
trash which are not recy- 
clable or cannot be repur- 
posed in another way. 

The trash goes to an in- 
cinerator which produces 
energy. The instructions 
are pretty simple; metal 
food and beverage cans, 
plastic jugs, tubs and bot- 
tles, flat cardboard and 
paper, and glass bottles 
and jars should all be 
rinsed and put in recy- 
cling. Don’t put heavy 
metal chunks, pieces of 
lumber, molded plastic 


lawn chairs, dishes or 
drinking glasses in the 
bin. 

If you have a question 
about an item, there is an 
online Recyclopedia which 
is very helpful, found at 
recyclesmartma.org. 

According to the Massa- 
chusetts Department of 
Environmental Protec- 
tion, the goal of recycling 
programs is waste reduc- 
tion but also ensuring that 
the material recycling fa- 
cilities, or MRF's, receive 
recycling that is not harm- 
ful to their processing ma- 
chines or workers. Recyc- 
ling is hand sorted and as 
such, any items you put 
into your recycling should 
be cleaned. Rinse your 
jars, put the steel lid back 
on, and place it in your 
recycling bin. 

The steel lid is valuable 
to the glass processer, so 
attaching the lid gives 
them a bonus. Shredded 
paper is not of use to a 
recycler as it jams the 
machines much like a sin- 
gle-use plastic bag does. It 
becomes a “tangler,” a 
real detriment to the pro-

cessing facility. 

In fact, recycling ma- 
chines have to be stopped 
and cleaned by a real per- 
son each day to remove 
hoses, plastic bags, ropes, 
clothing, and other items 
that. have become bound 
up in the equipment. 
Shred your paper for pri- 
vacy then place it in your 
trash to be -incinerated. 
Straws are too small and 
jam up machinery, so put 
them in the trash or bet- 
ter yet, invest in a 
reusable straw. 

Plastic bags, even though 
they have the recycling 
symbol on them, cannot be 
processed by the recycling 
machines. Return them 
to the grocery store and 
place in the bin where they 
can be sent to the compos- 
ite decking companies to 
be repurposed. The same 
is true for overwrap from 
paper towels, clear plastic 
on cases of water or sports 
drinks, clear cereal bags, 
and clean zipper lock bags. 
Don’t throw batteries, dia- 
pers, Styrofoam or large 
plastic toys into the recy- 
cling bin. They are garbage. 


A Look for the how2recycle.info label to guide you on 
recycling your items properly. 


The next time you go to 
put something in the recy- 
cling, be mindful of the 
neighbor who works there 
or the processor who is the 
employer,. and send them

the best of what you have 
for recycling and then if 
you can’t repurpose some- 
thing, simply do the re- 
sponsible thing and throw 
it away in your trash.

After a terrible accident, Currier able to get back on track

Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - On 


October 19th, 2014, 
Danielle Currier didn't 
know if she would survive 
from a horrible accident. 
Once she realized that she 
would survive, she didn't 
know if she would ever 
walk again. 

Nearly five years after a 
40-foot Ash Tree crushed 
her body, the 53-year-old 
was able to walk and.com- 
plete a 5K in honor of a 
person -- who along with 
many doctors - was one 
big reason why she was 
able to walk again. 

This past weekend, 
Currier and a friend flew 
from Virginia to take part 
in the fifth (and final) 
annual Tony Alonardo 
Memorial Road Race held 
on Saturday morning at 
the Town Common. 
Alonardo, the husband to 
Donna and father to Sara 
and Michelle, was a well- 
known friend and hockey 
coach to many in town, 
who had the reputation of 
always helping others 
whenever in need. 

After his passing in 
April of 2015, Tony's 
organs and tissues were 
donated to 48 different 


people across the country. ° 


One of them was Currier, 
who received Tony's ACL 
which helped to repair her 
shattered right knee. 
Currier along with her 
friend Lynn, joined Donna 
and walked the 5K togeth- 
er, crossing the finish line 
- in what was an emotional 
moment for both of them. 
"It was an incredible 
experience," said Donna. 
"When I first met 
Danielle, I hugged her and 
it was obviously emotion- 
al. I can’t even find the 
words to explain it. There 
was ‘a calmness I haven’t 
felt since Tony died. It 
was almost like I could 
feel him. It was all very 


surreal and as emotional 
as it was, it was very com- 
forting. We had a connec- 
tion." 


THE ACCIDENT 


What was supposed to be 
a celebration of her 48th 
birthday, Currier, who 
grew up in Duxbury, was 
in Bedford, New 
Hampshire, with her 
father when her entire life 
changed. 

"I was cutting down 
trees with my dad and one 
fell on me and crushed 
me," she said. "It crushed 
my left rib cage as my 
ribs were shattered, it 
destroyed my right knee, 
my ACL, MCL and patella 
(tendon) were all 
destroyed and I broke my 
left ankle." 

From there, she bounced 
between two hospitals in 
New Hampshire, had 
three surgeries, the first 
to put her ribcage back 
together lasted seven 


. hours. She has four titani- 


um rods around her 
ribeage holding it togeth- 
er. That procedure fol- 
lowed with ankle surgery, 
and went on to have the 
MCL and patella tendon 
done together. She then 
spent over a month rehab- 
bing from all of the 
injuries, before spending 
the next month in a 
wheelchair and the follow- 


ing four months on 
crutches. 
Then came _ surgery 


number four, which came 
in October of 2015. 

"I decided to get the ACL 
fixed," she said. "I had 
previously had the MCL 
and patella fixed. I was 
going to get the ACL done 
and I needed cadaver 
parts so I went to the 
University of Virginia's 
Medical Hospital (for the 
surgery). The doctor who 
actually did my ACL at 
UVA also did Tom Brady's 
ACL as he was on the 
team of physicians for the

Church Street finish line 
was Mike DiMauro, 51, 
who lives and trains in 
nearby Woburn. DiMauro, 
unassuming and a man of 
few words, was less than 
pleased with his winning 
time of 20:06, especially

“T’ve run this distance in 
the 14s but that was many 
years ago,” said DiMauro, 
who led the race wire-to- 
wire and was never chal- 
lenged. “It was a little 
slow today but I’m alright 
with it.

Trailing the first-time 
winner was 23-year-old 
Austin O’Neal, of 
Wilmington, in a time of 
22:26.

Patriots before he went to 
UVA. I thought that was 
really cool." 

But what wasn't so 'cool' 
was spending nearly 18 
months in total in physical 


outdoor hockey rink in 
the backyard of his house 
every winter and let 
Tony’s older daughter 
Sarah practice slapshots. 

“[One night], my wife 
Melanie is watching from 
the window, and all of the 
sudden, we see Tony 
throw all of the hockey 
sticks at Sarah [because 
she kept missing the net]. 

“Tony yells ‘Are you kid- 
ding me?’ and it almost 
got to the point where my 
wife jokingly yelled at 
him saying, “Don’t make

rehab. 

"It was horrendous," 
said Currier. "I had to 
learn how to walk again. 
By the time I got Tony's 
ACL, I had the other sur- 
geries already so I needed 
to learn how to walk well 
again. The rehab for the 
ACL was another six 
months. Luckily it was 
arthroscopic surgery. I 
was on the couch for a few 
days but the bending was 
the worst part. I'll never 
get total flexibility back in 
my leg. When I first got to 
rehab, I was there four 
days a week, just trying to 
learn how to walk again 
and how to bend." 

Throughout that time of 
trying to get back on her 
feet, literally, there wasn't 
a day that went by that 
Currier didn't count her 
blessings. 

"Not to exaggerate, at 
least five times a week I 
still say to myself 'Oh my 
God, I should be dead’. 
I'm not a religious person, 
but I should have died 
that day and there's a rea-

son I didn't," said Currier, 
who is a college professor 
who teaches sociology 
and gender studies. 


THE ONE AND ONLY 


Back in the spring of 
this year, Donna sent out 
a letter to all 48 recipients 
first to introduce. herself 
and second to explain the 
Tony 5K race, while ask- 
ing if anyone wanted to 
take part in this year's 
event. 

"Everything is done 
anonymously when you 
are an organ donor and a 
recipient," explained 
Donna. "It all goes 
through the New England 
Organ Donor Bank. They 
forwarded by letter to sev- 
eral of the donor recipi- 
ents. I heard from one of 
them and that was 
Danielle." 

Immediately after get- 
ting the letter, Currier 
knew that she would be 
taking a trip to 
Wilmington Mass __ in 
October. 
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Michelle, he graduated 
in 2018 from St. Lawrence 
University where she 
played hockey and earned 
ECAC All-Academic 
Honors. “My high school 
best friends all came 
today in support and ran 
with me. We all ran 
together, and it was spe- 
cial.” 

Running with Michelle, 
from start to finish, was 
Cassie Clavin of 
Newburyport and Kiley 
Coffey of Boston, finish- 
ing second and third in 
matching times of 23:33. 

Larry Gamst, of 
Melrose, led the Masters 
Division, crossing eighth 
overall in a time of 23:48 
while Jennifer Hayes took 
the women’s 40-and-over 
laurels in 32:12. 

“The Town of 
Wilmington is a pretty 
amazing place,” said 
Donna. “We are very for- 
tunate to live in a small 
community where people 
do help each other. A lot 
of people were upset that 
we are ending’ the race 
because this event had 
become a means for them 
to rekindle friendships 
from the past. We are 
thinking toward the future 
and perhaps _ putting 
together another event 
that will bring people 
together.” 


"Around April or May of 
this year, I received a let- 
ter from Donna and she 
explained that they have 
been doing the 5K race for 
years and she was reach- 
ing out to people who 
received Tony's organs, 
and’ was wondering if I 
wanted to do it and I said 
of course," said Currier. 
"The fact that I am from 
New England and yet I 
got the ACL in Virginia is 
just crazy to me. The ACL 
is the only thing that is 
not mine and that's what 
makes this so special." 

Certainly there's a spe- 
cial place in Donna's 
heart knowing that Tony 
helped so many people. 

"I knew that Tony had 
forty-eight donations -- 
forty-eight different peo- 
ple who received his 
organs and tissue," said 
Donna. "Two people were 
given his corneas and 
regained their sight. A 
one-year. old baby had a 
hole in her heart and his 
heart valve was used to 
repair her heart. The ACL 
was used for Danielle and 
there was one other who 
had a tendon repaired, but 
I don’t know anything fur- 
ther about her. 

"I think this is an incred- 
ible story, Danielle spent 
the whole day with us - all 
of Tony’s family and I 
actually had a party after 
the race and she came 
and it was like she was 
one of us. I told her wel- 
come to the family and 
you’re stuck with us. She 
said she wouldn’t have it 
any other way. 

"If anything can come 
out of this, I hope people 
consider discussing their 
wishes with their family 
members. If they want to 
be organ donors when 
they’re healthy, they can 
register online through 


the New England Organ 


Bank or when you renew 
your license, you can indi- 
cate that you want to be a 
donor. Tony didn’t indi- 
cate it so I had to make 
that decision and it’s not 


an easy decision to make 


when you’re in shock. But 
it has to be made in that 
time frame. 

~“People should have 
these important conversa- 
tions ahead of time. We all 
think we’re going to be 
here forever and I certain- 
ly didn’t think when Tony 
left that night that he 
would never come back." 

It seems like he did, just 
in a different way. 

"It's an honor to have 
Tony's ACL and it's just 
amazing," said Currier. 
"Hopefully, I'll be friends 
with Donna and her girls 
for a long time."

Fighty years later, former field hockey player returns 
for the first time to watch a Wilmington game

WILMINGTON - 
Wilmington High’s Ida 
Bishop is a strong three- 
sport athlete, competing 
in ice hockey, lacrosse 
and field hockey. Over the 
years she has_ been 
blessed to have her family 
and friends come to the 
fields and ice rinks to 
watch her compete for the 
Wildcats. But on Monday 
afternoon, the junior had 
a special visitor on hand, 
her neighbor, Emily 
(Babine) Dukas. 

Now at the young age of 
97, Dukas, who played 
field hockey at WHS back 
in the late 1930s, watched 
her first game in 80 years. 
While sitting in her chair 
and enjoying the gorgeous 
weather, Dukas watched 
Ida and her teammates 
put forth a tremendous 
effort in an exciting 3-2 
loss to Wakefield played at 
Alumni Field. 

"The (Bishop Family) 
are my neighbors and 
they came over and asked 
me if I would like to come 
to the game," said Dukas. 
"This is the first time 
since I played that I have 
come back to watch a 
game." 

Dukas is a_ lifetime 
Wilmington resident. She 
was married to her late 
husband John for nearly 
65. years. He worked in 
town throughout his life, 
and at one point repaired 
the town's fire truck 
engines. The couple raised 
four daughters, and the 
family has expanded with 
many grandchildren and 
five great grandchildren. 

When asked about her 
playing days, Dukas 


‘she recalled. 


recalled many fond mem- 
ories. She remembered 
what position she played, 
she remembered when 
she played, her coach and 
that she came from Lynn 
(graduating from Lynn 
English High School), her 
teammates and of course 
what equipment she and 
her teammates didn't 
have. 

"We ran an awful lot," 
"It's a run- 
ning game. We had to play 
on the (Town) Common. 
We didn't have any (shin) 
guards or anything for our 
legs. I'd go home and be 
bleeding and my mother 
would say to me 'why do 
you want to play that 
game?' " 

During the time Dukas 
played at WHS, there were 
only three sports offered, 
including girls’ baseball, 
basketball and field hock- 
ey, all coached by Hall of 
Famer Evelyn Carter. In 
1939 and 1940, the field 
hockey teams lost just one 
game and were called 
"one of the best teams in 
the state." Dukas was a 
member of the '39 team, 
and has shown -the Bishop 
Family a clipping she had 
from the Lowell Sun news- 
paper. 

When Wells was inducted 
into the WHS Hall of 
Fame in 1995, she said, "I 
know this plaque belongs 
to the athletes because 
they did all of the work. 
Everything I told them to 
do, they did. We would 
practice in the dark out on 
the (Town) Common." 

Dukas was asked about 
her teammates, and she 
believes that all of them 
have since passed, but she 
did recall some of them. 

"J. remember Phyllis

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Campbell, she was a big 
girl and Nancy Todd and a 
bunch of them. The last 
time we had a reunion, it 
was a good thing that we 
had name badges on 
because we wouldn't have 
known anybody. They did- 
n't even look like they 
used too," she said with a 
big laugh. 

Emily stayed for the 
entire. game on Monday, 
watched Ida score the 
team's first goal and took 
pictures with the team 
afterwards. For Ida, hav- 
ing this special visitor on 
hand for a few hours, 
meant the world. 

"Having my 97-year-old 
neighbor, who I call 
. Gram, come support me 


and my team was so awe- 
some," she said. "She has 
been such a positive role 
model to me since I 
moved here back in 2006 
when I was just three 
years old. She always tells 
me stories of her as a kid 
playing field hockey for 
Wilmington High on the 
Common with NO goggles 
or pads and how they 
were undefeated back 80 
years ago. 

"Gram was the one who 
inspired me to play field 
hockey and I am very 
grateful for that, if it was- 
n’t for her I would have 
never realized the amaz- 
ing sport of field hockey."

"There's always a ration- 
ale (to. the various forma- 
tions we play), it doesn't 
necessarily work all of the 
time," she added with a 


laugh. 
Certainly since 1988 
many things have 


changed. Soccer is now

and overall, the kids 
today, according. to 


Hendee, have a better con- 


cept of the actual game. 
"I think the kids today 
are more technical and I 
think they are more tacti- 
cal," she said.

a much stronger back- 
ground," é 

Not counting this season 
since there's at least five 
more games to _ play, 
Hendee has some incredi- 


ble accomplishments dur- § 
ing her previous 31 years | 


as head coach. The pro- 
gram has had 19, 18, 16 
(twice), 15, 12 (twice), 11 
and 10 (five times) win 
seasons, had back-to-back 
unbeaten seasons in 2014 
and '15 and this decade 
alone the program has 
gone 123-43-27 (counting 
this season 's 8-5-0 record) 
with eight straight state 
tournament appearances 
and one win away from 
making a ninth straight 
trip. 

But if you know Hendee, 
her style, her fun person- 
ality and her commitment 
to the program and play- 
ers, she never  wavers 
from fully committing to 
all of that whether her 
team finishes 3-10-5 or 18- 
1-1. 

"I'd like to continue 
coaching for a while," she 
said. "I still enjoy coach- 
ing. I don't think the kids 
have changed that much 
since even when I was in

John really loved talking 
about football, often in a 
surprisingly cerebral way. 
He would break down 
game film, target 
MecNally’s strengths and 
weaknesses, and get back 
to the player. Jim went on 
to be an all-conference 
defensive end for a great 
(9-0) Wilmington High 
School team. 

“John Ritchie was one of 
the smartest football guys 
that I’ve ever known. He 
was responsible for a lot 
of guys getting into col- 
lege. John wasn’t too 
excited about our senior 
year, but I remember 
walking off the field in 
Andover and him telling 
me that we might really 
have something special 
here,” said McNally. 
Wilmington had some- 
thing special in John 
Ritchie. The lives this 
man touched and changed 
covered decades. 


Longtime assistant for 
another coaching legend 


Ritchie was an assistant 
coach on Wilmington High 
School Hall of Fame 
coach Fred Bellissimo’s 
staff for 19 years through 
the 1960’s and well into the 
1970’s. He was an offen- 
sive coordinator before 
anyone really understood 
what that title meant. 
John provided the bridge 
offensively that connected 
Wildcat great running 
backs Jack Bowen and 
Mike Esposito, two play- 
ers with uniquely differ- 
ent running styles, with 
all-conference and 
Division One college foot- 
ball talent that Ritchie 
helped to develop with his 
creative mind-set offen- 
sively. 

“He had all the intangi- 
bles, no question about it,” 
Ritchie would say about 
the running and pass 
catching ability of 
Esposito. “I coached Jack 
Bowen (1960-61), and he 
was more of a straight- 
ahead runner. Esposito 
had great hands. He could 
always catch the ball. He

had that extra move that 
had us using him as a 
receiver. As far as I’m 
concerned, he was the 
best running back that 
Wilmington High School 
ever had.” 

The — Esposito-Ritchie 
years were a special time 
for Wilmington High 
School football. Over four 
seasons, the Wildcats fin- 
ished 8-1, 8-1, 6-2-1 and 9-0. 
The coaches would often 
take Esposito and running 
mate Dick Gillis out of 
games when. leading by 
wide margins early in the 
third quarter. “Fred was 
the taskmaster- the disci- 
plinarian and the condi- 
tioning coach,” remem- 
“The 
brains behind the opera- 
tion and the tactical coach 
was John Ritchie. At the 
time, that was the best 
coaching combination in 
the area.” 

Ritchie came up with the 
concept of getting the 
football to Esposito in 
open space. The screen 
pass utilized Mike’s blaz- 
ing track-sprinter speed, 
and the Wildcats’ offense 
took off. John had differ- 
ent football concepts for 
that time, and he wasn’t 
afraid to tell Fred what he 
thought would send the 
Wildcats’ attack into over- 
drive. . 

John was the offensive 
guy and Fred ran the 
defense. John was quiet 
and reserved in _ his 
demeanor, while Fred 
wouldn’t hesitate to get 
right into a player’s ear 
hole to get his message 
across. It all worked per- 
fectly. When John was 
named the head coach in 
Wilmington for the 1978 
season after Bellissimo 
retired, it was considered 
a no-brainer for the town. 
It didn’t quite work out 
that way-at least at the 
start. John, in his charac- 
low-key _ style, 
shrugged it all off when 
hours after he was hired 
the school committee 
decided that all coaches 
at. the high school would 
need to reapply for their 
positions annually. Thirty- 
nine Wilmington High 
School coaching positions 
were officially vacated in 
June of 1978. Ritchie’s 
first job as a head coach 
was one of them. He was- 
n’t the least bit worried. 
He knew in his heart that 
he was the right man for 
the job. 

In June of 1978, Ritchie 
attended a retirement cel- 
ebration for Bellissimo at 
the Wilmington Son’s of

Italy. He presented his 
friend with an oil painting 
that depicted Fred sport- 
ing his customary “eye on 
the prize” expression. The 
two men exchanged hand- 
shakes, and as_ usual 
Ritchie was quick with the 
quip that spoke directly to 
what was on everyone’s 
mind that night. “I’m in a 
unique position,” he 
began. “My only claim to 
fame is that I was Fred 
Bellissimo’s successor for 
three-and-one-half hours.” 

The night was billed as 
“Thank-you Coach 
Bellissimo 1956-1977.” It 
wouldn’t be long before 
many WHS football play- 
ers would be thanking the 
town. Ritchie would be the 
next head coach. Esposito 
visited the Town Crier 
offices to help lobby for 
John. 

“Without a doubt, John 
Ritchie should be the 
coach. John’s put 20 years 
into Wilmington football 
and has helped many 
players attend a universi- 
ty,” said Esposito. 

Mike admired Ritchie as 
not only a coach, but as a 
man he could count on for 
advice many years after 
high school. John stepped 
up after his hiring was 
official and stated the 
obvious. 

“There will be some 
changes, but I hope to 
carry on the tradition that 
Fred established here,” 
said the new head coach. 
As they say in more than 
just football -“if it ain’t 
broke, don’t fix it.” 

John selected Jim Gillis, 
Ed Harrison, Bernie 
McKenna and later Jim 
Tildsley as his assistant 
coaches. His first captains 
were Phil Russo, Sal 
Carbone and Tom Carroll. 
There were only six sen- 
iors on that 1978 team. 
John would be in his ele- 
ment right away as a 
teacher of all things foot- 
ball. The Wildcats were 
still successful right up

until fate stepped in to 
send John Ritchie away 
from the coaching side- 
lines. 


Some big coaching | 
shoes to fill 


Ed Harrison has never 
been afraid to step up 
when. he feels that the 
WHS Athletic Department 
needs him. He’s back as 
the WHS Director of 
Athletics, and as_ usual, 
Harrison is much more 
than a fill-in. Ed brings a 
genuine respect for the 
task-at-hand to virtually 
everything he _ touches. 
That was the case back in 
the Fall of 1982 when the 
man he calls a friend felt 
that he couldn’t give the 
team the time and effort 
that the head football 
coaching job required. 

The ”Three Amigos” 
coaching staff of Ritchie, 


‘Harrison and_ Tildsley 


were pretty much insepa- 
rable during their years 
coaching football in 
Wilmington. Soon Tom 
Woods would be added to 
the mix, and the Wildcats 
would have the right blend 
of toughness and creativi- 
ty that would help the 
team move forward after 
the retirement of 
Bellissimo. Wilmington 
was getting ready to trav- 
el to Lawrence Central 
Catholic for the third 
game of the 1982 season. 

“John was always the 
last one on the bus, and he 
got on and said that he 
wasn’t feeling _ well,” 
remembers Harrison. “He 
tells us that he can’t make 
this trip. We really didn’t 
know at the time what 
was going on. It was like- 
oh my God. He missed a 
few practices after that, 
and it was week-to-week. 
That’s how he left. He 
decided that he was done. 
After the fifth game I was 
named interim coach.” 

It was a job. that 
Harrison never lobbied 
for. Eventually he was 
named head coach and 
stayed on for several 
years. Much like today, he 
stepped up when 
Wilmington needed him 
most. It turned out well 
for Ed. He was an excel- 
lent football coach. But 
his love and respect for 
Ritchie far outweighed 
any ambition to be a head 
coach. 

“John was from a differ- 
ent era,” says Harrison 
today. “I loved the guy. He 
was great. John would 
always come to practice 
during’ the week years 


after that to ask how 
things were going. He 
would always have a play. 
Most times it would be on 
a napkin. Every time he 
gave us something it 
worked. He had a great 
offensive mind.” 

For many years 
Harrison and his dad 
would take Ritchie on high 
school football road trips. 

“I would see him and he 
would ask- are you going 
tonight?” said Harrison, 
laughing at the fond mem- 
ory. “Then he would say- 
‘OK. Pick me up.” 

Harrison knows that he 
was part of. something 
very special. He learned a 
lot. He laughed a lot. And 
he won a whole lot of foot- 
ball games. Ritchie 
opened up the Wilmington 
offense with players like 
Bowen, Esposito, Gillis 
and .in later years Jim 
Stewart and Gordie Fitch. 
John could spot football 
talent when he saw it - 
and when he saw it he 
knew how to utilize it. 

“He helped a lot of guys 
back in the day,” says 
Harrison, almost wistful- 


ly. 


One coaching legend 
remembers another 

Bob Aylward is another 
coaching Hall of Famer, 
having led Tewksbury 
High School football to 
elite status over many 


seasons. Long retired and 


enjoying watching his son 
Brian coach his grand- 
sons in Tewksbury, 
Aylward -- who hadn’t 
seen Ritchie in several 
years -- was saddened 
when told of his passing. 
Many years ago, Ritchie 
was largely responsible 
for getting Aylward a foot- 
ball scholarship at the 
University of Wyoming. 

“I met John Ritchie, 
Lloyd Eaton (Wyoming 
coach) and Sal Albano at 
Carol’s Diner in Medford 
in the middle of a bliz- 
zard,” remembers 
Aylward. “Sal was a vol- 
unteer assistant coach at 
Somerville High School 
(where Bob played high 
school football) and a spe- 
cial education teacher at 
Wilmington High School. 
John helped Sal get a film 
of me to Wyoming and 
contacted the school. I got 
a scholarship to Wyoming. 
It was a life-changing 
opportunity.” 

Several all-star football 
years later, Aylward was 
playing semi-pro football 
with the Lowell Giants 
before beginning his a col- 


lege coaching career at 
Northern Colorado in 
1969. Two years later 
Aylward was a 26-year-old 
assistant coach on 
Bellissimo’s staff at 
Wilmington High School. 
Ritchie was there to men- 
tor and encourage 
Aylward again. The ‘1971 
season was a transition 
year for the Wildcats’ 
football program, and 
Ritchie and Aylward were 
a big help in teaching 
young players just what 
being a WHS football play- 
er was all about. It wasn’t 
easy playing in the shad- 
ow of players like Bowen 
and Esposito, but the 
calmness and dry wit of 
Ritchie was a plus in help- 
ing to lead the way. 
Ritchie’s ability to con- 
nect with young people 
made an _ immediate 
impression on Aylward 
that he carries with him 
to this day. 

“T loved John. He was a 
terrific coach. He was 
very astute,” says 
Aylward. “He had an 
uncanny ability to read 
game film quickly, and to 
make determinations on 
another team’s _ tenden- 
cies. He had all of the old- 
school stuff, but he was 
intellectual in football. He 
was one of my all-time 
favorites. The last time 
that I saw him was on his 
90th birthday. They had a 
thing for him at the 
Wilmington VFW. A 
bunch of the guys from 
that great 1972 team were 
there.” 

John Ritchie worked for 
many years in law 
enforcement, and _ he 
coached football.and was 
very good at what at the 
beginning might have 
seemed like a passing 
fancy. It wasn’t. John 
loved football, and he 
would watch high school 
football well into his 90’s. 
What stands out even 
more than football is that 
Ritchie and his wife Olive 
raised a large extended 
family that includes four 
children, 13 grandchil- 
dren, 24 great grandchil- 
dren and two great-great 
grandchildren. They all 
had a fine example of how 
to live your life doing 
something that you love. 
Ritchie was a man of few 
words, But when he spoke 
you listened. And if you 
listened at all you walked 
away learning a lot about 
football. And life. Rest in 
peace coach.
